There is a great deal of theory 
in the world which is nothing more than 
a bewildering puzzle to mankind. Thore- 
forv, O se sclentiats, givo us facts in this 
directign. It Is facts the people want. 
Then we shall know who is master of 
the situation in man's creation, whether 
God or protoplasm. I wish, too, that 
theso scientific celubrities, employed in 
speculative eclence, would be moro par- 
ticular and confine thelr written thought 
to what they know and not what the 
imagine. For, aftor all, apeculative sel- 
ence, like speculative tholo y, muy 
prove a grand delusion.
